WHEREAS, the Board of Public Works did deem it advisable to receive 
bids and award such contract in May, 1975, w T ith a stipulation of a maximum 
of $15,000.00, and 

WHEREAS, it was later determined that in the best interest of the 
public, the need existed for many more repairs than were contemplated, and

DEPARTMENT REQUESTING ORDINANCE Board of Public Works _ 

SYNOPSIS OF ORDINANCE In May of 1975 the Board awarded a contract to Continental 
Construction Company which allowed for any miscellaneous curb, sidewalk and 

street repairs for 1975. This was awarded on a unit cost basis. At this time. 

the Board projected an approximate $15.000.00 expenditure and established a 

maximum on the contract in that amount (S-159-75). 

Since the time of the award, the number of repairs falling under City responsibil ity 

have more than doubled. The Board feels the contract should have been awarded as 

a blanket contract based on unit costs. This Resolution provides for the 

extention of the contract on this basis. 


EFFECT OF PASSAGE Allow for immediate miscellaneous repairs as they are deemed 
advisable in this construction season. 


EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE Inability to provide immediate repairs to areas falling 
under City responsibility. 


MONEY INVOLVED (Direct Costs, Expenditures, Savings) Contractor has agreed to hold 
firm through 1975 the unit prices quoted in his bid documents submitted May 9. 1975.
